EAST TEXAS DISTRICT. 

Bishop Neely and Fellow-workmen, Honored representatives of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Fathers and Brethren: Here in the beautiful city of Marshall, 

metropolis of North East Texas, we greet you! Beautiful for situ- 
ation, she is builded on the highest elevation in East Texas. 

Historic and significant surroundings are ours this day. They 
seem to speak to us of 

“Life otherwhere in epocns long since fled.” 

We come as soldiers — the spirit of conquest is in our veins. 
The fountain of perpetual life giving power allures us; and better 
fate than befell the lonely, disappointed, heart-broken Ponce de 
Leon is ours to know. For to us the discovery is effected. Eternal 
life is found. The fountain opened on Calvary’s brow hath touched 
our lives with reinvigorated power and sent us forth more than 
conquerors. Today. 

“We march, we march to victory. 

With the cross of the Lord before us. 

With His loving eye looking down from the sky 
And His holy arms spread o’er us. 

We come in the might of the Lord of light, 

A joyful host to meet him. 

And we put to flight the armies of night, 

That the sons of the day may greet Him.” 

Our field of action is bounded by rivers and seas. In length 
it reaches “from the rivers to the ends of the earth” — from the 
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Reports of District Superintendents — Continued 

Red River to where its feet are bathed in the Mexican sea, where 



“The ocean heaves resistlessly 
And pours his glittering treasure forth; 
His waves — the priesthood of the sea — 
Kneel on the shell-gemmed earth, 

And there emit a hollow sound, 

As if they murmured praise and prayer; 
All nature worships there. ” 



Privileged thus in our surroundings, eye-witnesses of transi- 
tion marvelous to behold — messengers of truth an angel might 
covet to carry, we are assembled, by God’s great mercy, once again 
at our Jerusalem. 

Brethren, our Conference is more honored today than ever. 
W e are grateful to the Church for the coming of all previous 
bishops and general officers. They have refreshed our spirits, 
’tis an honor great and worthy of our note that we are finding 
favor in the eyes of the Church and that great men, representa- 
tive of all the Boards and departments of our great Methodism 
visit us annually. 

All hail to you, Bishop Neely, you have encouraged us and your 
scholarly brain, wise counsel and brotherly administration hath 
blessed us. We rejoice in your coming again. 

To you and the representatives of our church and to my fel- 
low-workmen, “that ye might know our affairs” and that it “may 
comfort your hearts.” I now make report: 

Methodism with her applied Christianity has intrenched herself 
in East Texas. The critical period has passed. The record of the 
past several years is inspirational and suggestive. Reduced to the 
mathematical standard of measurement we enroll a membership 
(including probationers) of 1776 souls. We close the year with a 
gain of 376. In addition thereto must be considered 1200 adherents 
whose sympathetic support makes possible a still greater future. 

This membership is grouped into seventeen pastoral charges, 
radiating into fifty-four preaching appointments. There are now 
thirty-five Sunday schools, a gain of five during the year; while 
the gospel, as a winged angel has flown to eight additional con- 
gregations during the year. 

Our pastors are in large part native to the soil and have grown 
up with the conditions which obtain. We have twenty-three local 
preachers and three exhorters who are associated as important fac- 
tors in our work. Several of these are doing admirable work as 
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Reports of District Superintendents— Continued 

pastors and from their ranks the Conference is drawing every 
year to recruit its membership. 

We hold recommendations for admission into the Annual Con- 
ference of one man who has worked faithfully. Two of our men 
have completed the Conference course of study and shall ask for 
Holy Orders. 

By virtue of the splendid co-operation and noble benefaction 
generously granted by the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension, most of the charges now have one or more houses of 
worship which are giving great prestige and far reaching influence 
to the permanency of our work. 

There are now in the East Texas District fourteen appointments 
where we need and will build churches — just as rapidly as finan- 
cial means will justify., To the accomplishment of this task we 
plead for the continued moral and financial support of the Church. 

We have two new churches to report valued at $2,250. We 
have paid $2,500 on Church and Parsonage debts this year and 
have expended about $600. on improvements of property. 

The year 1911 has witnessed a marked progress in the deepen- 
ing and more firmly establishing of the organized work as well as 
entering open doors of opporthnity. 

Since the first of the year our Conference and Church School 
at Port Arthur has become a reality and under the leadership of 
Prof. Hubert Phillips as Principal and a strong faculty, marches 
on to victory. The student body numbers nearly one hundred, 
others are coming. If this school is made to succeed (and this we 
doubt not, provided our preachers and people support it) it will 
serve as a drawing card for the church and a tie to the concen- 
tration of our work in the South. 

Some of our people have the Macedonian spirit in their efforts 
to meet the demands of the work. I fear there will be some de- 
ficit shown on the salaries and also on the amounts apportioned 
for the Benevolences. This is not because the causes have not had 
our attention (they have been presented and worked for), but 
there is a general scarcity of money the country over. To this all 
business interests testify. We look confidently for a better day. 

We now have a Sunday School army of 15 6 8, being a gain of 
45 0 over last year. One hundred and fifty conversions are reported 
from these schools during the year. We have eight Epworth 
League Chapters, a gain of four over last year. We expect to or- 
ganize into a District League soon. About 400 souls have been 
admitted to our ranks, 300 batisms, with an approximation of 1,000

professions of grace either of conversion, reclaimation or sancti- 
fication tell the story in part of 1911. We believe the fruitage will 
justify the confidence of the Church and rejoice to know that East 
Texas Methodism is a mighty factor in the development of a peo- 
ple whose faces are toward the morning of mental and moral 
emancipation. 

The most of our charges are large circuits and demand all the 
time of the Pastors. To do the work assigned them, they must 
ride hundreds of miles. Two of our Pastors have walked their cir- 
cuits this year. These large parishes and their Pastors remind me 
of the Missionary whom Chaucer characterized: 

“Wide was his parish, the houses far asunder. 

But he ceased not, neither for rain nor thunder. 

In sickness or in health to visit 

The furthest in his parish little or great.” 

But the preacher toiling here in, what some call, a hard 
field, deprived of hooks and a thousand comforts has his compen- 
sation still. For no priest or phophecy, no Bible or liturgy, no 
vision on Patmos itself, ever exceeded the inspiration which comes 
to a man from the simple doing of his duty. 

We are standing today on advanced ground. We have oppo- 
sition. It is of two classes, first, that which opposes all good, any 
and everywhere, then they who ought to be our friends and en- 
courage us, sometimes lift up their heels against us. But we must 
not magnify this opposition, to do so may mean defeat. We fight 
not men, but sin. We accept the task. Significant it is that our 
workers unhesitatingly pay the price of service and are faithful to 
the trust. We have read that Tennyson, walking in the garden of 
a friend on e day, was asked what he thought of Jesus Christ. He 
stopped and plucked -a flower, and then replied: “What the sun is 

to that flower, Jesus Christ is to my soul.” Our workers keep sweet 
by keeping in the pure sunlight of God’s love as it shines upon us 
through our blessed Lord and Christ. 

Such is the general view. Pass with me now into a closer view- 
point, that we may see each charge to itself, briefly. 

Angelina Circuit has been supplied by C. V. Wilkinson. The 
year’s work speaks for itself. The organization of two good 
clashes, which adds two new appointments. Successful revivals 
were held and 50 additions to the membership. One new Sunday 
school organized. A nice Tabernacle was built which will be fin-

ished and turned into a church. The charge is in better condition 
than ever. 

Atlanta Station, R. T. Pynes, Pastor. This is its first year 
as a station. The experiment has proven very successful. Good 
revival in the church. More additions than all the other four 
churches of the city combined. The church has been re-papered 
and otherwise repaired. The pastor has been faithful and is in 
favor with the church and town. Benevolences paid in full and 
prospects good for a fine new church in the near future. 

Beaumont, R. R. Smith has preached in this city monthly since, 
spring, and has held a revival in North Beaumont. The future for 
our church is encouraging. We have a few members and we hope 
to organize more permanently the coming year. 

Beckville, Dr. J. W. Lively, one of the organizers of the Gulf 
Conference, full of years and fabors, moved his good wife from 
her comfortable home in this city to the humble Parsonage in 
Beckville. This was done because they loved the Gospel more than 
this world. They have been happy, visiting all the people and 
preaching to one and all. Brother Pynes held the revival at Rock 
Hill. A few additions have been made to the membership. 

Center and Neuville has been pastored by J. B. Kenna in con- 
nection with the Shelbyville Circuit. Both of these towns are on 
the Santa Fe R. R. Center is the county seat of Shelby County 
and is a good town of about 3,000 inhabitants. Many of our peo- 
ple from the old town of Shelbyville have moved to Center, so we 
already have a goodly number of Methodists as a nucleus with 
which to work. There was not much to be done this year except 
to work silently, so the Pastor has faithfully visited the people 
and preached when he could. One of our men, at our suggestion, 
bought ian old church building which is admirably located and can 
be fitted up for our use. We are going to ask the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension to grant us a loan to help reimburse 
brother Martin and then we shall begin in earnest. A fine oppor- 
tunity is ours. 

Coffeeville was cut off the Noonday circuit last Conference, to- 
gether with two other appointments and B. C. Callaway appointed 
as supply. The experiment was not altogether satisfactory, but in 
part the work has prospered. Revival meetings were held and 
twelve accessions made to our church. 

Hughes Springs Circut. B. T. Bell has closed his second year 
with a good report. There are now four good church buildings, 
all free of debt. The new church at Iron Bluff of which we spoke 
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at last Conference was completed in the spring. Its value is $1250. 
We dedicated it on the 18th of June. A beautiful day with 600 
people greeted us that Sabbath and it was ( a profitable occasion. 
Sunday schools and Prayer meetings are in operation as usual. Good 
revivals were held and about thirty-seven (additions to the mem- 
bership. Brother Bell has labored faithfully and his daughters were 
important helpers in the revivals. I must not forget the Ladies 
Aid at Hughes Springs. They have worked and thus helped to de- 
molish the Parsonage debt. 

Jasper is still an unoccupied field by us. It was left to be sup- 
plied and evangelized, but we were unable to do so this year. We 
want it left on the list of appointments and our probation extended 
another year. 

Kirbyville and Silsbe have been supplied with T. J. Jacks the 
greater part of the year. In the early part of the year Brother 
Wm. Bennett held a revival at Kirbyville which resulted in the 
organization of a good sized class, wHch has been added to until 
we now have a membership of thirty or more. The main need at 
present is a place to worship. This we hope to have before next 
Conference. Kirbyville is a town of four or five thousand people. 
We also have a good class at Calls, four miles from Kirbyville. At 
Silsbe we have not done much yet. 

Longstreet and Deadwood, C. H. LaGrone Pastor. This is the 
man who doubled his membership last year. Of course this can’t 
be done every year. But listen, he comes with a good report: Suc- 

cessful revivals, thirty-three additions to the membership, the Sun- 
day schools doing good work and now they have built a nice new 
church at Deadwood, which is nearing completion. The value of 
this church will be $1250. 

LaPorte Station, F. J. Ensign closes his second year and h e can 
return. He is young, single and very active. The church is thor- 
oughly organized and in all departments conform to Methodist 
ideals. The Class meeting and Epworth League are very interest- 
ing features. They recently had a revival, J. A. Carruth, pastor 
at Texas City, did the preaching. Some additions have been made 
to the church property and some additions to the membership. 
At Deer Park, Brother Ensign preaches Sunday afternoons and 
maintains a Sunday school. LaPorte is beautifully situated at the 
juncture of the Galveston and San Jacinto Bays. In this territory 
we expect to create a new charge. 

Marshall Station has had the best year in its history. Brother 
Weldon has a loyal band who co-operate with him in every way 
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for the promotion of the church. A perennial revival has been ob- 
tained through the year, and thirty-six additions have been made 
to the church. The old long-standing church debt which has stood 
over the congregation like a night-mare, thus discoruaging them, has 
been paid this year and will be dedicated at this session of Con- 
ference by Bishop Neely. The raising of this debt meant the col- 
lecting of $1350. The Ladies Aid has served the church in no in- 
considerate manner. They are paying on the Parsonage debt which 
will soon be obliterated. For Marshall this has been an all-round 
year of work and blessing. 

At Noonday and Harleton F. M. Simpson has so labored and 
prayed that his parishioners want him returned. Two new classes 
have been organized and all other points on the circuit strength- 
ened by revivals. There have been forty-two accessions and one 
new Local Preacher. The parsonage was painted by the Pastor. 

At Overton and Jefferson, W. H. Germany is so in favor with 
his people until they want him back. Two Ep worth Leagues have 
been organized and the Sunday schools enlarged. The young peo- 
ple at both places are rallying to church work as never before. 
Churches well organized and in good working order. Some sub- 
stantial repairs have been made on the Jefferson church. 

The Polk circuit was supplied by R. E. Wright. This good 
man has walked the charge and preached and visited from house 
to house. Some forward steps have been taken on the work. 

At Port Arthur. J. W. LaGrone has closed his fourth year 
with the best annual report in the church’s history. More addi- 
tions than any previous year. Church well organized in all de- 
partments with a better standing in the city and a greater future 
than ever before. The pastor has not only led his church up the 
way, but has labored untiringly in the interest of Port Arthur 
Collegiate Institute. The school is indeed an important factor in 
the development of the church life. Its faculty are active mem- 
bers of the local congregation. 

J. B. Kenna has brought up a splendid report from the Shelby- 
ville circut. Great revivals. Many additions to the membership. 
Material advancement. The pastor has driven “Jim and the buggy” 
2875 miles in filling his appointments and visiting the people. At 
the old town of Shelbyville the first Methodist Episcopal sermon 
was preached in Texas. The work does well. 

Texas City. J. A. Carruth has filled this important station in 
an acceptable manner. The year has been crowded with work 
which resulted in the thorough organization of the church in all 
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departments and in placing it on a firmer basis. The city has had 
a magic growth and it has been the purpose of the pastor to keep 
the church apace with the material progress of the city. Brother 
Carruth is a good mixer and has worked himself into the interests 
of the peole and seems to have a good hold on them. 

Winnsboro. A two-point work with two church buildings has 
been supplied by B. T. Bell in connection with his pastorate at 
Hughes Springs. A splendid year’s work with revivals and thrity- 
seven additions to the membership is the result. 

Woodville Circuit. R. R. Smith has done his work faithfully. 
Brother Smith is careful and painstaking with his work and he 
always brings a good report to Conference. Revivals have been 
held and thus the work has been strengthened. A splendid Ep- 
worth League has been organized in Woodville with a membership 
of about seventy-five. The young people of the town all seem to 
be intrested in our League. 

The Benevolences have been presented in all the above charges. 

PROPERTY INTERESTS. 

Material assets are ours. We have thirty-one Churches, valued 
at $44,475; and nine Parsonages valued at $10,150. 

We owed at the beginning of the year $3,5 67 on our property. 
We have paid on this indebtedness $2,000, leaving a $1,576 debt 
to begin with in 1912. 

There hav£ been 2,500 sermons preached by Pastors and Local 
Preachers this year. And an approximation of 3,200 Pastoral visits 
made. Please indulge a word of personal reference. The Super- 
intendent has traveled his district which means traversing 13,500 
miles by rail and 1,000 miles by private conveyance. He has held 
the Quarterly Conferences, visited the different appointments 
preached 140 sermons, and has overseen the temporal and spiritual 
economy of the church. 

This has been an all-round year of blessing and progress.. An 
advance in all congregations; the work better developed and sus- 
tained. Finances not up to the desired mark because of money 
stringency, but the present outlook increasingly encouraging. 

This is our view-point vision. The year’s toil has intensified 
it and it is here recorded. Results of the year achieved intensify 
my appreciation of the splendid co-laborers on this District. There 
is a comradery and warmth of heart in fellowship, as we touch 
elbows in the conflict, that makes us of closest kin. My associates 
are influential for good because they desire to be. To be useful 
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to men and dear to God is a cherished thought with them. Early 
and late, when they wake, and when they go to sleep, God’s service 
is on their minds and in their hearts. 

The year past has been full of care, but no known duty has 
been negletced. As we have labored, we have been cheered and 
comforted by the vision of a future for this South-Land, resplendent 
with the glory of Him whose power alone can bring emancipation 
for mind and heart. 

The brotherhood of hearts now co-operating here has power 
to rest the weary and give each other strength to go on to rnewed 
victory. 

We have passed the gray dawn — the initial point of our work and 
East Texas Methodism is ascending annually nearer the goal of 
final conquest, 1911 is ended and its record rests with God. Let 
Dr. Van Dyke’s “Psalm of the Helpers” cheer us as we now enter 
the new year. 

“The ways of the world ar e full of haste and turmoil: 

I will sing of the tribe of helpers who travel in peace” — 

“He that turneth from the road to rescue another, 

Turneth toward his goal: 

He shall arrive in due time by the foot-path of mercy, 

God will be his guide: 

He that taketh up the burden of the fainting, 

Lighteneth his own load: 

The Almighty will put his arms underneath him. 

He shall lean upon the Lord. 

He that speaketh comfortable words to mourners, 

Healeth his own heart: 

In his time of grief they will return to remembrance, 

God will use them for balm. 

He that careth for the sick and wounded, 

Wateheth not alone: 

There are three in the darkness together, 

And the third is the Lord. 

Blessed is the way of the helpers: 

The companions of the Christ.”

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SOUTHERN DISTRICT. 

Mr. President and Members of the Conference: 

In making my second annual report of the Southern District, 1 
wish to recognize the goodness of God and the graciousness of His 
Providence in sparing the lives and preserving the health of the 
working force of our District this year. 

You are aware of the fact that our District was made smaller 
last year, leaving us only twelve reguar appointments, one nom- 
inal and one that disappears from the list of appointments this year. 
Under many difficulties, the work has gone steadily forward and 
we are much ahead of where we were last year. 

My preachers — God bless them! — some of them have labored 
under many difficulties, but they have wrought well with skill and 
energy, and so far as I am able to judge, with good will in build- 
ing up the Master’s Kingdom, and our noble laymen, generally, 
have been loyal to the interests of the Church. 

REVIVALS. 

Our battle cry for the year was, “One for one” and a revival 
in every church.” For the whole year we have labored to that 
end. Most of the Churches have made revival efforts during the 
year. Most of my preachers are of the evangelistic type. It has 
been my privilege to assist four of my pastors in special revival 
efforts and at three of these charges, the Lord gave us a signal 
victory. Many sinners were converted, many backsliders were 
reclaimed and quite a number of believers were sanctified. 

The Lord gave us an old-time revival at Ebenezer with which 
the community was moved with the Holy Ghost as it has not been 
for many years. I have not seen or been in a meeting of greater 
power for twenty years. Both old and young came weeping their 
way to the altar and found peace to their souls. At Woodlawn, 
with Bro. J. D. Pointer as pastor, we held forth for God and preach- 
ed to large congregations, 9 5 per cent of ‘which were French Cath- 
olics. Old and young were saved and one old man 72 years old, 
a French Catholic, gloriously saved. From this revival comes a 
new church. I also assisted Bro. W. R. Newton at Bayou Chene 
and the Lord gave us a great meeting. With Bro. W. B. Hebert, 
at Sweet Lawe, we held a meeting and the Lord gave us a signal 
victory. I also assisted Bro. Dan Hayes at DeQuincy, but there 
did not seem to be much move. However,, the church was gotten to- 
gether and things began to look better. • Revival efffforts were 
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made at Welsh, Crowley, Bell City, Iowa, Kinder and Elton. Of 
the definite results, I am not able to say. 

In all my preaching special emphasis was laid on the funda- 
mental doctrines of our Church, Repentance, Regeneration, Witness 
of the Spirit and Santification of the believers. I have found 
scarcely no objection to any of these cardinal and f undimental 
tenets of “Our Fathers in Methodism.” If there was an objection, 
it was to the new birth. Converted people do not object to the doc- 
trine of holiness. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

We have the usual number received by letter and also dismissed 
by letter. This is always true with a moving population. We 
started out with 1,194 full members and 104 probationers. Had 
we been true to our battle cry we would show a membership of 
over 2,000. But such is not the case. Instead of 2,000 we have 
something over 200 full members and probationers who have been 
received into our church in the District for the year. Our ranks 
have been thinned by the death of eleven of our members. Three 
new preaching places have been opened up wjth prospects for more 
another year. Evangeline disapears from the list of appointments 
owing to the oil field going down. Some of our pastors have re- 
vised their church records which have needed it for years and that 
will affect our sum total. 

NEW CHURCHES. 

We have two new churches in process of erection, at an expense 
of $2 500. One of them is closed in so that we can use it and the 
other will soon be so we can use if I mistake not. At Woodlawn, 
lots have been secured for a church, and the subscription list is be- 
ing made now for the church. This church will be largely for a 
French Catholic congregation. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Under the leadership of Bro. May, our chruch at Crowley has 
been completely overhauled, having a new coat of paint on the 
outside and paper and hard oil on the inside. The parsonage has 
also been improved. 

We now have in the town of Crowley one of the nicest and 
neatest churches in the town and among the best of the Conference. 
Our church at Ebenezer has been finished. The parsonage at Welsh 
has been improved under Bro. Webb’s administration. Also the 
parsonage at Jennings has been improved and the people of Lake 
Charles have given their church on the inside a complete renova- 
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tion and now presents an elegant appearance. We have bought and 
partially , paid for a larsonage at Gueydan. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension asked for 
a settlement of a loan of $250.00 with accrued interest on Lake 
View, or now known as Grand Lake Church. This loan was made 
about nineteen years ago. Services have been abandoned at this 
place for years. The people have all moved away and the church 
is about to fall down. With no members I was powerless to do 
anything and the amount of $375.00 was taken from our donation 
as a Conference at the parent office. This I was sorry to do, and 
hope this next year to place a man there among those French peo- 
ple and try to rehabilitate that church. All such loans which are 
not paid back cripple or hinder our work. 

I also found DeQuincy with a debt of $230.00, our property 
mortgaged and the mortgage due when Conference adjourned. But 
I went on the scene and helped to start a movement that has paid 
off the mortgage and thus we are no longer embarrassed at that 
place only with our opportunity and location of church. 

Our church at Welsh at the beginning of my term last year had 
a $900.00 debt hanging over it. The matter was taken up at the 
Fourth Quarterly Conference and I exect to report that the entire 
indebtedness has been covered and our church there free from 
all shadows. 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The Sunday School Institute held by Drs. Edgar Blake and *W. 
Crawford Barclay and Mrs. Lyda at Lake Charles gave our Sunday 
School workers an inspiration which was helpful and I feel sure 
better work has been done as a result of that excellent corps of 
workers coming to our midst. What we really need is a Sunday 
School Missionary in this needy field. 

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

We have six Epworth League organizations on our District and 
they are doing good work. They have assisted the pastors in rais- 
ing benevolences and have done faithful work in co-operation with 
the pastors in pressing the Kingdom for the Master. 

BENEVOLENCES. 

We started out with good plans for all of our benevolences. I 
think in most cases we have made good. But the extreme season 
this year has made it very hard for getting money. But all the 
benevolences have had a faithful and careful attention and I feel 
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sure the results will be gratifying. Special emphasis has been given 
to Home Missions and Church Extension, and also the Foreign 
Mission and Conference Claimants. The effects have been both 
pleasing and the results have been good. Some of our churches 
have doubled the former collections, others show an increase and 
some have let their standard down. 

SALARIES. 

In most cases the salaries have been paid in full, or to a large 
degree. A few places have advanced the salaries and others should 
do so. I have urged upon the laymen the importance of paying all 
in full and making salaries so that their preachers could live re- 
spectably and keep out of debt. There ought to be an advance 
along this line or we we - are not going to be able to get and hold 
good men for this most difficult mission field. 

PASTORS. 

When Conference adjourned, I had four places without pastors. 
For awhile, it looked gloomy, but by the help of the Lord I soon 
secured pastors for all the charges and the work has moved along 
nicely ever since. Two of my preachers left their works and it was 
some time before I secured preachers for them, but since they came 
on the work, they have made a most excellent showing. 

I would like to mention each pastor by name and tell what 
good and faithful work each has done, and likewise tell of his dif- 
ficulties, but time would fail me to tell of the Brethren who through 
faith have subdued Kingdoms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, quenched the violence of 
the fire, escaped the edge of the sword, out of weakness waxed 
strong, waxed valiant in fight turned to flight the armies of aliens 
and have obtained a good report through faith. Suffice it to say, 
they have all done faithful work this year and I have done my best 
to supervise them. 

CONCLUSION. 

I give praise to God our Father through our Lord Jesus Christ 
for the mercies of the past, the blesings of the present, and for 
the promises of the future. 'I desire, especially to thank Him for 
this body of faithful preachers and their faithful wives who have 
labored with us in the Gospel; also for our splendid body of laymen 
who so fathfully have labored with us in this glorious cause. 

If on my part, at any time, there has been any lack of fidelity 
to this sacred trust, I crave the pardon of the Great Head of The

Church, and profiting by the many mistakes of the past, I hopefully 
turn to the future with a morning* face. 

Though my District was reduced last year, this year has been 
a very strenuous year to me, and but for the touch of the Great 
Physician, I should never have been able to have done the work. 
Our needs are verry many and I need not take time to mention them 
now. Our prospects are much brighter than they were a year iago. 
I am glad to have had the opportunity of serving the Southern 
District for another year, and today I stand ready for marching 
orders gain. 

I love the church of my childhood which gave me three gen- 
erations of Methodists for my ancestry, dating back to the sainted 
Asbury. I love her sacred doctrines of repentance for sin, conver- 
sion of sinners, the Witness of the Holy Spirit to the heart of the 
believer, and the sanctification of the heart of the believer in this 
present life, and I love her flaming message of evangelism.

. NEW ORLEANS DISTRICT. 

To the Bishop and members of the Gulf Conference. 

Dear Brethren: During the early part of the year my health 

would not permit me to give to the District the attention it de- 
manded, but through the good providence of God, and the kindness 
of friends and the skill of my physician I was enabled to remain 
on the District and hold all of the Quarterly Meetings for the year. 

In bringing to you my second report from the New Orleans Dis- 
trict as it is now arranged, I come with an optimistic message 
which I trust will be borne out by the facts as they really exist. It 
is written that some “have eyes but *do not see.” Perhaps I have 
eyes to see things that do not exist, but if I am put out of the Syna- 
gogue for doing so, I must re-affirm a part of the report I brought 
to you a year ago, from which I quote the following paragraph: 
“The people everywhere are calling for our prachers, young men 
'are earnestly inquiring about our work, the future looks bright and 
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there is daylight everywhere.” Two splendid young men come up 
from the New Orleans District for admission on trial, and another 
will be ready for work after his graduation in May. 

At Gloster, Miss., we have three appointments. H. K. Faulk 
was assigned to this Charge at our last Conference. He had hardly 
gotten into his work when he was called to Port Arthur Collegiate 
Institute. Bro. Faulk recommended R. R. Ellis, a bright young 
man from Meridian, Mississippi, Male College. He took up the 
work where Bro. Faulk had laid it down, and made about one 
hundred and ninety pastoral calls in the first six weeks and prayed 
and read the Bible in nearly every home. As a result, of this 
faithful service, the charge has steadily gone forward and there is 
a good healthy increase on all lines. The Trustees have several 
hundred dollars on hand with which they will erect a Parsonage. 
There are more Congregations calling for us than we can possibly 
supply. The need of the hour is young men fully consecrated to 
the Home Missionary work, and some money to open new doors 
that are all around us to be entered. 

Auburn and Smithdale, is a charge just forty miles east of Glos- 
ter, among a very fine class of Mississippians, who love our chruch 
and want our preachers. There are four Appointments on this 
Circuit and all but one have maintained their reputation for pro- 
gress in their different communities. Rev. C. C. Beasley has sup- 
plied the work this year and has been untiring in his efforts to 
keep the Charge in a healthy condition. 

Butcher, La., was served by Rev. R. O. McClure. Ours is the 
only Protestant Church in this territory, containing many thousands 
of people. The Sunday School has doubled this year, the benevo- 
lent collections are four times as large as they have ever been and 
although there have been no special revival services, about thirty 
members have heen -taken into the church. The building has been re- 
painted and a new room has been added to accommodate the Bible 
Class which is taught by the pastor. The Epworth League is do- 
ing well and the Ladies’ Aid has been busy all the year in its line 
of work. The last Quarterly Conference sent up a strong petition 
inviting the next session of thje Conference to meet at Lutcher and 
they will entertain us royally. 

Rev. Francisco Zito has been pastor of our First Italian Church 
in New Orleans. He is doing a splendid work among his people. 
They have about seventy members and they are located in one of 
the most desirable sections for an Italian church which could be. 
found in the City. The material is on the ground with which we 
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expect to build a substantial church in the very near future. Miss 
Eliza Page, assisted by my daughter Cathrine, are doing a splendid 
work among the women and children. Mrs. E. L. Knostman has 
made it possible for this to be done and has shown an interest in 
the Italians which is bearing fruit among this people. 

Rev. J. C. Duplantis was appointed to French Mission and As- 
sistant Pastor at St. Charles Ave. He rented a building at the be- 
ginning of the year near near the City Park, paying the rent out 
of his salary, and has been conducting preaching service and Sun- 
day school except when he was hilling the pulpit ait the Church on 
the Avenue. He has helped a great deal in the preaching and 
prayer meetings and was of invaluable service during my illness 
in the early part of the year. 

At St. Charles Ave, New Orleans, we have a good Sunday school, 
a splendid Ladies Aid society, two well attended prayer meetings 
each week, a growing congregation, and the Epworth League has 
an average attendance of twenty-eight. Our Sunday School Super- 
intendent, Dr. Fuller, is unsurpassed for interest and work in the 
school. His efforts are being rewarded by a constant increase in 
attendance. 

Rev. F. D VanVankenburgh, who is one of our Superannuated 
ministers, living in New Orleans, has been doing work through the 
year as opportunities offered, and his preaching has been very ac- 
ceptable to the congregations to which he has ministered. By the 
assistance of his son, Rev. W. B. VanValkinburgh, he was enabled 
to visit New England during the past summer. While his son was 
away in Europe Bro. VanValkenburgh filled his pulpit, and the 
Official Board gives a splendid report of his work. He has also 
assisted in revivals and during the summer was pastor at the Col- 
lege. He also sent us a very fine young man to supply Gloster 
Charge who comes up to this Conference for admission on trial. 

Delos H. Cassels is our Conference Evangelist. He has been 
holding revivals and preaching as the opportunity offered. He has 
also .been of great benefit to our pastor and church at Gloster where 
he resides. 

I have reserved the Hammond and Natalbany report in order 
that I might mention another matter which occurred this year in 
another part of the Conference. Two events have happened this 
year in the Gulf Conference which perhaps have never happened 
before in Methodism. The first, was the unprecedented gift of 
Port Arthur Collegiate Institute by the late John W. Gates. This 
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magnificent gift was made to our church upon such reasonable 
conditions, that we might call it an outright donation. 

The second unusual thing that happened in the Gulf Conference 
was the gift of a beautiful church by the Natalbany Lumber Com- 
pany. It iis worth not less than $5,000 and is furnished with 
hymn books, opera chairs, two good organs for church and Sunday 
school rooms. An up-to-date building in every way, and it did not 
cost the church one cent. J. E. Scott has supplied this Charge this 
year, and has done a splendid work. It is due to his tireless efforts 
that the Company made us this magnificent gift. He has laboured 
so well that Hammond and Natalbany Charge will have to have 
two preachers this year instead of one. 

I was never more convinced than now that God is leading the 
Conference. The cloud can be seen by day and the pillar of fire 
by night. Occupying a position on the Gulf Coast in sight of the 
Panama Canal, where in a few years millions of human souls will 
be living, I have a vision that the work of the Gulf Conference has 
hardly begun. Let us possess the land at once for we are well able 
to do it.

NORTH LOUISIANA DISTRICT. 

Dear Bishop and Brethren of the Gulf Conference: 

As your District Superintendent of North Louisiana District I 
submit, to you, the following report: We have had a good year; 

we have had substantial gains on every charge, with one or two 
exceptions. Leesville, Orange, DeRidder and Oakdale charges have 
suffered, financially, because of the saw mills shutting down, as 
we have several sawmill appointments on these charges. Owing to 
the financial condition it has been ‘ very hard on our pastors to 
serve these charges this year. Also our benevolence will be short 
as a result. Especialy is this true of Leesville arid Orange charges. 
During the year we held a revival, organized a class, bought land 
and built a good comfortable church at Pineville. We have also 
good substantial churches at Goldonwa and Vivian. We have or- 
ganized several new classes this year which has made possible the 
organization of the new charges. 

God has given us a revival on every charge on the district. We 
'have had 800 professions of conversion or sanctification and 300 
accessions to one church. The Sunday school will show a good 
increase and salaries of pastors and District Superintendent have 
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been increased. Our benevolences have been presented by pastors 
and District Superintendent and collections taken. 

TERRITORY. — This District embraces all «of the northern portion 
of the State of Louisiana. Within the bounds of this district there is 
some of the richest land in the South, yielding annually large crops 
of corn, cotton, sugar cane and alfalfa. Where thousands of acres 
of the finest timber in the South, with numerous sawmills whicfi 
give employment to hundreds of men. We have some twenty-five 
railways operating within our bounds, six rivers flow through our 
borders and prosperous towns and cities abound. 

OUR WORK. — We work among the English and French speak- 
ing people, the greater part being among the English, however, we 
are not neglecting the French. Our Sister churches, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South and the Methodist Protestant Church, hare 
for years been doing work in the bounds of this district and many, 
if not all the best towns, have been entered by them. Within the 
bounds of this district, however, are many small towns and great 
stretches of country, with good land, thrifty settlers, where neither 
of these churches have gone; these places we are trying to work. 
We are also studying carefully every town of importance in the 
district and wherever we are needed we are entering them as fast 
as we can secure men and money with which to work them. Some 
of the best towns in this district are open to us. Our present need 
is money with which to work them. The emmigration from the 
North and West to this section, and the rapid development of the 
country makes this an opportune time for us. We, as a church, 
cannot afford to neglect this section of the country. Railroads are 
being built in every direction, new towns are being built, the land 
is producing large paying crops and thousands of people are set- 
tling in Middle and North Louisiana. This is a good field of labor 
for the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

DeRidder, Rev. T. F. Swanson, pastor. DeRidder is ia good, 
growing town, with 3,000 inhabitants. Here we have a station, 
self-supporting, with property valued at $2,700. We have 144 
members, with good prayer meeting, Sunday school, Epworth 
League iand La dies* Aid Society. De Ridder is a promising charge. 

Dry Prong, Rev. G. W. Belton, pastor. This charge has four 
churches with three church buildings, 143 members, three Sunday 
schools, and good prayer meetings. We are the only Methodist 
on this charge. During the year we have built a good church build- 
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ing at Goldowna on this charge valued at $1,000. Bro. Bolton has 
done excellent work. 

Leesville, Rev. G. B. Miner, pastor. At Conference this charge 
was supplied by Rev. F. S. Robi'hson who resigned the 4th Sunday 
in February and Rev. G. B. Miner was transferred from the Georgia 
Conference and stationed at Leesville. This charge consists of three 
appointments, sixty-four members, two 'Sunday schools, prayer 
meetings and Ladies Aid Society. Bro. Miner is a good man and 
has done us good, faithful work. 

Livonia, Rev. J. H. Beadle, pastor. This charge is in a French 
Catholic country. On this charge we have one church building, 
two lots at Livonia and one a.t Lottie, and $350 in bank with which 
to build at Lottie. We have thirty-six members and seven preach- 
ing appointments. This is a very needy field. At six of these 
seven appointments our pastor is the only Protestant preacher. 
Bro. Beadle has done excellent work in this hard field. 

Magda, Rev. E. G. Wood, supply. On this enarge at the be- 
ginning of the year we only had two small classes. Magda and 
Marco. During the year we have held a meeting, organized a class, 
bought land and built a nice, substantial church at Pineville, a town 
of 1,500 or 2,000 inhabitants. We now have three classes, two 
church buildings, sixty-four members. This charge promises well. 

Marthaville, Rev. M. A. Farr, pastor. The charge has three 
classes, four appointments, 137 members, three Sunday schools, 
and three prayer meetings. This is a good charge and promises 
well. 

Oakdale, Rev. A. L. Harper, supply. This charge at the begin- 
ning of the year had only three classes and two church buildings. 
We now have seven appointments and the charge will be divided 
into two Oakdale and Longleaf. We have ninety-two members, 
five Sunday schools with good prayer meetings. 

Orange, Rev. E. N. Hardin, pastor. This charge consists of four 
classes and one church building, seventy-six members, one Sunday 
school and one Ladies Aid 'Society. During the year Bro. Hardin 
organized a class at Pickering which is doing good work. 

Provencal, Rev. S. B. Nelson, supply. On this charge we have 
three classes, one church building, a lot at Weavers upon which 
one will be built in the near future. We have seventy-one mem- 
bers, two Sunday schools and good prayer meetings. This charge 
is in a needy field and promises well. 

Quitman, Q. L. Bennett, supply. This charge consists of three 
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classes, one church building, 117 members, three Sunday schools 
with good prayer meetings. This is a new charge, we organized 
in northern part of the state, which will soon make one of our best 
charges. 

Vivian, Rev. W. P. Bolton, pastor. Here we have five classes 
with three church buildings, 107 members, four Sunday schools and 
good prayer meetings. Vivian is a rapidly growing town and Bro. 
Bolton is completeing a good substantial church in Vivian. This 
charge promises well. 

A Word Personal. I have traveled 12,942 miles this year, 
preached 257 sermons and had the pleasure of seeing 234 converted 
or sanctified in my meetings. The year’s work has been pleasant, 
the brethren kind, and considerate. The Lord has blessed in every 
department of the work. May the Lord continue His blessings 
upon us. Fraternally,

Lay Electoral Conference 

The Lay Electoral Conference of the Gulf Annual Conference 
convened December 14, 1911, in the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church, Marshall Texas. 

Mr. H. S. Williams was elected chairman and Mrs. Hubert Phil- 
lips secretary. 

A Committee on Credentials consisting of Dr. R. T. Fuller, Mr. 
j D. Ford and Judge A. C. 'Smith was appointed. While the com- 
mittee was examining the credentials of delegates the Conference 
united in a song and prayer was offered by Rev. Scott. The Creden- 
tial Committee reported that all the credentials handed in were valid. 
The fact then developed that about seven people were present with- 
out credentials, but who had been elected delegates to the conven- 
tion. After a little discussion it was voted to seat all those that had 
a right to a seat. The Conference then proceeded to vote for dele- 
gate to the General Conference of 1912. W. E. Cline of Lake 
Charles, La., was elected on the ninth ballot. After taking this 
ballot the Conference adjourned to meet at 1:30 p. m. At that 
hour the Conference met. The first matter taken up was the read- 
ing of a communication from the Laymen’s Association of the New 
York Conference requesting action and co-operation with them to 
bring about the following three changes in our church polity: 
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First, the personal supervision of the appointing power. Second, 
the abolition of office of District Superintendent. Third, Lay Rep- 
resentation in the Annual Conference. The first of these was acted 
upon favorably. The other two were laid on the table. Ballots 
were then ordered for the election of Reserve Delegate. On the 
first ballot Judge A. C. Smith of Atlanta, Texas, was elected. The 
Conference then instructed the Secretary to communicate with the 
Pastor and officials of the Cumberland Presbyterian church of Mar- 
shall, Texas, and to thank them for granting the Conference the use 
of their church. The Conference then adjourned.

FOREIGN MISSION. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church began their first foreign mission- 
ary work about seventy-eight years ago. At first, it seemed that 
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litle could be done except to pray that doors might be opened. Doors 
were opened, we entered, and much has been accomplished. Our 
work has grown, until today, we have over four hundred thousand 
communicants in the foreign field. 

But when we consider the millions of people yet unevangelized , 4 
many of whom are calling for our help, we conclude that our great 
work really has just begun. There are one hundred and fifty mil- 
lion of people in the foreign field yet untouched by the Gospel of 
Jesus, to whom our church must go, or they will die without having 
heard that there be any Christ. 

It is also true, (though we are having marvelous success) that a. t 
this rate of progress we cannot reach more than twenty-five or fifty 
million of these people in a generation. This means that from one 
hundred to one hundred and twenty-five millions must die and go to 
the judgment without hearing of Jesus and His love. 

We also observe that at this time, when calls were never so 
urgent, and demands greater, our Missionary Board bias the embar- 
rassment of an indebtedness of one hundred and seventy thousand 
dollars. Therefore, we recommend, first, that each Pastor ask him- 
self the question, “Whiat part have I in this great matter?” And, 
second, having decided this, go forth and give the people the most 
needed information. 

FIRST — By preaching earnestly on this subject. 

SECOND — By placing our paper “World Wide Mission” in every 
home possible. 

THIRD — By distributing other missionary literature furnished 
by our Board. 

FOURTH — By observing the monthly Missionary Prayer meeting 

FIFTH — By observing the monthly Missionary Sunday in the 
Sunday School. 

We further urge that each Pastor see to it that the plan of the 
discipline be carried out in taking this most impoprtant offering, and 
also, that each Pastor give prompt attention to the special call, soon 
to be sent out by the missionary board, the purpose of which is to 
liquidate our present indebtedness. 

If the above suggestions are carried out, we believe that the 
most gratifying results will follow, and hasten the day when the 
kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdom of our Lord and 
his Christ.

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passion toward them, because they were as isheep not having a 
sh-epherd, “and we are moved to pray the Lord of the harvest that He 
send forth more laborers into the field. 

Then, when we consider, what has been and is still being done 
by our beloved Board of Home Missions and Church Extension; 
their noble spirit of evangelism, the great number of churches they 
have helped and are still helping to build; hear their battle cry,

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

We believe that the Board of Education is one of the most 
important organizations of our church, and that a lack of apprecia- 
tion for same is a. confession of ignorance concerning the invaluable 
part it plays in the progress of the church, by assisting annually an 
increasing number of young men for the great tasks of life in rela- 
tion to the Church. 

We therefore request our pastors to study carefully this vast 
enterprise that its opportunities may be presented with intelligence 
to our young mebmership. 

In accordance with the plan of the Board of Education, we urge 
the Superintendents to apportion to our charges 25 cents per mem- 
ber as the regular educational collection in each charge; the amount 
to be divided between our Institute and the Board in proportion of 
80 per cent to Port Arthur Collegiate Institute and 20 per cent to the 
General Board. 

In view of the fact that hundreds of our young people are in 
schools practically supported by the Childrens Day fund, we pledge 
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ourselves to observe Children’s Day and at that time, present to the 
Sunday School this fund and to forward this collection to New York 
City. We suggest that the Children’s Day program, as prepared by 
the Board of Education be used by the pastors on that occasion. 

The splendid outlook for Port Arthur Collegiate Institute is a 
source of rejoicing to us. We desire to commend the incessant 
labors of Principal Philips. We also desire the sympathy and pray- 
ers of the pastors, realizing that a great effort must be put forth 
if the institution meet the needs and expectations of the young peo- 
ple within the bounds of our conference.
